We are of the opinion that both of these licenses were 
properly issued and that the applicants fall within the definition of "“dise °°. °-":* 
tributor" contained in RSA 183:2. A distributor is therein defined as: | eon

"any person who . . - sells . . - more than two quarts of | 
milk daily . . . except those who sell milk for consumption

When this question was originally brought to our at~ ae 
tention in a meeting with yourself and your chairman, Maurice G. Chase,” = - 
the important question seemed to be whether an individual was entitled to - 
a distributor's license when the only sales of milk were to other estab- 
lishments wholly omed by the distributor. ; With respect to the two licenses 
under consideration this question now scems to be moot inasmuch as both of 
the applicants have other retail customers, who presumably purchase more
